From Above, or of the Spirit 





By Earl P. Paulk 


This is a positive statement; that is, 
if we are to enter into, or even see, as for 
that matter, the kingdom of God (St. 
John 3:3-5), we must be born again 
(second time). “That which is born of 
the flesh is flesh; and that which is born 


of the Spirit is spirit,” John 3:6. 
WHAT IT IS NOT 
One of, if not the 
best way to show 


what a thing really is, 

to show what it is 
not, consequently you 
have the real thing 
left to stand out very 
conspicuously. I am 
afraid that many peo- 
ple are deceived, 
thinking that _refor- 
mation is the new 
birth, when really it is not. The out- 
standing proof for this is found in 2 
Cor. 5:17, “Therefore if any man be in 
Christ, he is a new creature: old things 
are passed away; behold all things are 
become new.” Note, a new creature or 
creation, not the old one worked over 
(or reformed). 





Some might say that this scripture has 
no reference to the new birth. Well, to 
look at it in that light, let us consider 
the previous verse (16), ‘Wherefore 
henceforth know we no man after the 
flesh: yea, though we have known 
Christ after the flesh, yet now hence- 
forth know we him no more.” In this 
verse the apostle tells us we are to know 
no man after the flesh. Then, just why 
would he be saying a thing of this na- 
ture? The answer comes directly from 
the new birth chapter, St. John 3:6, 
“That which is born of the flesh is 
flesh,” and not of the Spirit. We cannot 
depend on the flesh, unless we, through 
the Spirit, do mortify the flesh. Romans 
8:13, “For if ye live after the flesh, ye 
shall die: but if ye through the Spirit 
do mortify the deeds of the body, ye 
shall live.” Likewise Romans 8:5, “For 
they that are after the flesh do mind the 
things of the flesh; but they that are 
after the Spirit the things of the Spirit.” 
We cannot walk after the Spirit nor 
through the Spirit and mortify the body 
until at least we have been born of the 
Spirit. Consequently 2 Cor. 5:17 coin- 
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cides with St. John 3, or the new

birth. No doubt some would like to 
ask, “Do you believe the new birth 
puts us in Christ?” That is my firm 
conviction. 
PROOI 

Let us appeal to reason and Scripture. 
God appealed to reason, then why should 
we not do the same? Isaiah 1:18, ““Come 
now and let us reason together, saith the 
Lord.” The reasoning power comes with 
this thought, if we are not in Christ 
then we are out of Christ and, according 
to the Bible, to be made nev 
in Christ, 2 Cor. 5:17. Then if we are 


not new, we are old, and old things have 


siict | 
we must oe 


not passed away and we are yet in our 
sins. St. John 15:2. We must be in Christ 
before we can bear fruit, as the branch 
cannot bear fruit of itself. St. John 15:4, 
“Abide in me, and I in you. As the 
branch cannot bear fruit of itself, except 
it abide in the vine; no more can ye, ex- 
cept ye abide in me.” Then, if we do not 
bear fruit, He taketh us away. St. John 
15:2, “Every branch in me that beareth 
not fruit, he taketh away!” 

Surely everyone will agree that those 
who are born of the Spirit and have en- 
tered into the kingdom are eligible to 
bear fruit. Those who have been in- 
ducted into His kingdom (God’s king- 
dom) are certainly worthy to work for 
Him and to glorify His name, because 
they are His subjects. And remember, 
to bear fruit we must be in Christ, and 
without Christ we can do nothing. St. 
John 15:5. Then, what will be the ad- 
vantage of being born of the Spirit if it 
did not put us in Christ? We could not 
bear fruit, and all we would be fit for 
would be to be cast into the fire. St. John 
15:6, “If any man abide not in me, he 
is cast forth as a branch, and is withered; 
and men gather them, and cast them in- 
to the fire, and they are burned.” So, 
therefore, I conclude that the new birth 
puts us in Christ. 

Then, some would like to ask, “After 
we are in Christ is there any more for 
us,—higher heights, deeper depths, etc.?” 
Let the Bible answer this question. St. 
John 15:2, “Every branch in me that 
beareth not fruit he taketh away: and 
every branch that beareth fruit, he 
purgeth it that it might bring forth more 
fruit.” There are His own words, “Every 
branch in me (Christ) that beareth 
fruit, he purgeth it that it might bring 
forth more fruit.” So, according to His

If everyone has joined some 
church had been born of the Spirit, then 
we would have a better world to live in. 
There is a possibility of affiliating with 
all the churches in the world, even the 
Church of God, and not be born of the 
Spirit. No doubt Jude is speaking of this 
in the 4th verse of his writing, “There 
are certain men crept in unawares, who 
were before of old ordained to this con- 
demnation, ungodly men, turning the 
grace of God into lasciviousness, and 
denying the only Lord God, and our Lord 
Jesus Christ.” What had they crept into, 
or gotten into unawares? Certainly it 
was not the kingdom. We can only get 
into the kingdom through the Spirit or 
by the birth of the Spirit. The Spirit 
would not be so foolish as to let us in un- 
awares, and especially such men as Jude 
makes mention of as had crept in un- 
wares—“ungodly men, turning the grace 
of God into lasciviousness, and denying 
the only Lord God, and our Lord Jesus 
Christ.” 

We are also told by the Apostle Paul, 
that in the last days people would organ- 
ize themselves, ‘““Having a form of god- 
liness, but denying the power thereof: 
from such turn away,” 2 Tim. 3:5. 
Therefore, it is entirely possible that a 
hypocrite or ungodly man can creep into 
the Church organic, or that part that 
we have to do with, unawares, by affili- 
ating himself, or promising that he will 
abide by the Church government, rul- 
ing, etc. If we have not the power or 
authority to take anyone into the 
Church, surely we would not have the

RELIGION IN 
HOLLAND 


SID Rb hb bt at 
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NEWS from Holland, Michigan, shows 
that particular interest has been created 
in that community by reports from con- 
fidential sources abroad that there has been a great religious 
revival in the low countries of Europe. This awakened interest 
in religion is possibly due to the oppressive measures which 
the Germans have instituted against 
the Netherlands and Belgium. It is 
said that the awakened interest in

church. According to these reports 
the shift in sentiment began about 
a year ago and is attributed to the 
fact that the church is about the on- 
ly institution that remains firm in 
the time of crisis. It may be, how- 
ever, that churches change in the 
time of crisis but it must be ad- 
mitted that there is no change in 
Christianity, whether in the time of 

freedom or the time of servitude, and adherence to the doc- 
trine of the meek and lowly Christ will still keep one firm and 
immovable on a foundation that cannot be shaken. 

The revival of religion in Holland and other occupied coun- 
tries of Europe clearly discloses the fact that Christianity can- 
not be whipped out any more than a forest fire, but it gains 
in momentum as it goes. The more the persecution the more 
it spreads. Egypt found this to be true seventeen centuries 
before Christ when a Pharaoh that knew not Joseph under- 
took to stamp out the influence of Israel by persecution. The 
suggestion for it was Exod. 1:10, ‘Come on, let us deal wise- 
ly with them; lest they multiply, and it come to pass that 
when there falleth out any war, they join also unto our ene- 
mies, and fight against us, and so get them up out of the land.” 
The 11th verse shows that they did put taskmasters over them 
to afflict them and use them to build treasure cities for the 
Pharaohs, but the 12th verse shows the reaction: “But the more 
they afflicted them, the more they multiplied and grew.” 

In the early days of Pentecost there was a floodtide of per- 
secution in this country. Nominal churches joined in this per- 
secution and some officials took part with rackateers to break 
up the holiness movement. But the more they persecuted, the 
more the movement spread, until now there are hundreds of 
thousands of Pentecostal believers all over the United States

and millions of them in the world. If Egypt failed to curb the 
influence of Israel and world powers failed in their persecution 
of Judaism in the years afterward, and dry, cold-hearted pro- 
fessors and hypocrites failed to stamp out the Pentecostal move- 
ment which broke out thirty-odd years ago in this country, 
we are prone to believe that the Axis powers will fail to stamp 
out the spirit of Christianity in the occupied countries of 
Europe. True Christianity in this country and in every other 
free country should pray that God will bless the warm-hearted 
Dutch and cause their revival of religion to grow and prosper. 


It is hard for a iocal church to become so 
dry, formal, and sacrilegious that there can- 
not be found someone in it who still has a 
conscience. This has been proven true in the city of Rochester, 
N. Y., where the Rev. Paul G. Wright resigned his position as 
pastor of Winton Congregational Christian Church and walked 
out in the middle of a Sunday service. This sudden and stormy 
action was prompted because the school children had passed 
slips of paper to the women of the congregation with _ this 
message: “Don’t forget the date, Wednesday, November 5. 
Play ognib or sdrac. Come, bring your friends and have some 
fun for only two thin dimes and a nickel.” (Ognib and sdrac 
are bingo and cards spelled backwards.) The serious-minded, 
thirty-five-year-old preacher said he had handed in his resig- 
nation on September 23 to take effect December 23 because 
he could not prevail on certain members to stop holding bingo 
parties under church auspices, “but when the printed slips 
were distributed afterwards,” he ex- 
plained, ‘that was the last straw. I 
will never set my foot in that 
church again.” But according to the 
news reports from Rochester, 
Nelson said that the party, which 
was a regular session of the Ladies’ 
Aid, had planned to raise money to 
buy chairs for the church. She said 
that parties will be continued and 
raising money for the church is not 
gambling. 
do We are reminded of a visit to a 
large church in the city of Parkers- 
burg, W. Va., in the year 1925. A 
preacher from the city of Cincinnati 
was preaching his trial sermon. In 
his concluding remarks he said, “I understand that your young 
people here go to dances, and the older people excuse them by 
saying, “You can’t put old-heads on young people’s shoulders,’ 
but I want you people to know that the same overcoat that 
keeps me warm will keep a young man warm, and the same 
clothes that are comfortable and becoming to an elderly wom- 
an will take care of the younger ones. Let it be now said and 
forever hereafter understood that I am not pastoring a dancing 
church.” And so it goes, once in a while a pastor whose con- 
science has not been so thoroughly seared that God cannot talk 
to him a little, denounces the way the churches are going, and 
comes out for a reformation. What the churches need to cure 
the evils that are creeping into them and have crept into 
them, is that which the preachers need that they may be able 
to lead them in the ways of right—a revival of old time religion. 
This is the only cure for church ills, and the only means of 
real salvation for the nation.

“For who hath despised the day of 
small things?” Zech. 4:10. 

There was once a certain man who had 
received but a single talent—or so he 
thought.

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Question: Will the 144,000 be rap- 
tured? If so, who are the ones who have 
the seal of God in their foreheads? It 
seems that there are some on earth that 
have the seal of God in their foreheads. 
If not, why did the angel say to hurt 
only those that had not the seal of God 
in their foreheads?—P. D. F. 

Answer: The question asked is a good 
one. If the rapture spoken of in question 
is meant to be that rapture in which the 
Church is taken from the earth, our an- 
swer is “No.” If it is merely a question 
of rapture, then our answer is “Yes.” 

Our first mention of the 144,000 is in 
Rev. 7:4 where they are sealed in the 
foreheads with the seal of God. This is 
after the four angels in verse 2 have been 
commissioned to pour out their indigna- 
tion upon the earth, therefore it happens 
at the beginning of the tribulation. The 
Church does not go through the tribula- 
tion, therefore has already been raptured. 
In Rev. 9:4 the terrible locusts which 
were given power as the scorpions of the 
earth, were commanded to hurt only 
those men which have not the seal of 
God in their foreheads, thus the 144,000 
were still upon the earth. But something 
takes place which raptures or transports 
the 144,000 between the 9th chapter and 
the 14th chapter of Revelation, for the 
description is given in the 14th chapter 
of the Lamb on Mt. Zion and the 144,- 
000 with Him. Verse 3, “And no man 
could learn that song (which they sang) 
but the hundred and forty and four 
thousand, which were redeemed from the 
earth.” The word “from” shows that the 
144,000 were no longer upon the earth. 
Again, in verse 4 we have the expression, 
“These were redeemed from among men, 
being the firstfruits unto God and to the 
Lamb,” which evidently means the first- 
fruits from the great tribulation that has 
come upon the earth. Verse 4 also says, 
“These are they which follow the Lamb 
whithersoever he goeth.” And verse 5 
says, “They are without fault before the 
throne of God.” These scriptures are 
ample proof that sometime between the 
time of their sealing in the 7th chapter, 
and of their preservation in the 9th chap- 
ter and 14th chapter of Revelation, they 
have been raptured and are before the 


throne of God. 


Ouestion: Did Jesus ascend to heaven 
after His resurrection before the end of 
forty days? In John 20:17 Jesus tells 
Mary not to touch Him because He has 
not yet ascended to His Father, then in 
John 20:27 Jesus tells Thomas to touch 
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Him. If He did ascend between His con- 
versation with Mary and the one with 
Thomas, what was the purpose in doing 
so? I surely do enjoy these questions and 
answers. I am making a scrapbook out 
of them.—Mrs. J. H. 

Answer: There is no scripture to show 
that Christ ascended before the end of 
the forty days. Mark 16:19; Luke 24: 
§0, 51 and Acts 1:9-11 all give an ac- 
count of the ascension and all of them 
are in agreement, thus the thought of an 
ascension between the time that Jesus 
spoke to Mary Magdalene and His ap- 
pearance to the apostles when He spoke 
to Thomas, is eliminated. In the passage 
John 20:17 where Jesus tells Mary not 
to touch Him because He had not yet 
ascended to His Father, the word 
“touch” is taken from the Greek word 
“hapto” which means “to fasten” or 
“hold,” thus the scripture would mean, 
“Do not be holding me.” The other 
thirty-nine times ““‘touch” is taken from 
the word “haptomai,” the one in John 
20:17 being the single exception. Matt. 
28:9, 10, tells of the women who went 
to tell His disciples of His resurrection 
and that Jesus met them and they came 
and held Him by the feet and worshipped 
Him. There is no record that Thomas 
thrust his hand into the pierced side of 
Jesus though Jesus told him that he 
might do it. None of these scriptures 
have any truth bearing on an ascension 
before the one recorded in Mark 16:19; 
Luke 24:50, 51 and Acts 1:9-11. 

Question: Will you please explain in 
the Question Box a clause in 1 Tim. 3:3, 
“no striker,” and Titus 1:7 which gives 
the same auotation?—F. C. 

Answer: Both of these passages are 
taken from qualifications for the office 
of a bishop. In 1 Tim. 3:2 Paul tells 
Timothy what a bishop should be and 
do. In verse 3 he tells him the things he 
should not do and among them is that 
he should be no striker. Titus 1:6, 7, 
gives pretty much the same qualifica- 
tions and among the things that are 
barred from the minister or the bishop

power to put him out. We find in the 

Bible where some people were even put 

out in an illegal way. 3 John 9, 10, 11. 
IT TAKES MORE 


It takes more than a mere handshake 
or signing of a card to get into the king- 
dom of God. It takes the blood of Jesus 
to get into the kingdom, or to get for- 
giveness. Heb. 9:22, “And without shed- 
ding of blood there is no remission” (or 
forgiveness). This is an outstanding 
Bible truth that no one can possibly get 
around. Also Col. 1:13, 14, “Who hath 
delivered us from the power of darkness, 
and hath translated us into the kingdom 
of his dear Son: in whom we have re- 
demption through his blood, even the 
forgiveness of sins.” 

When are we translated into the king- 
dom? When we are delivered from the 
power of darkness. When do we get re- 
demption; that is, to be saved from our 
sins? When His blood is applied, even 
the forgiveness of sins. Some might say, 
“Are we not justified by faith?” Re- 
mans 5:1. It is true, we are justified by 
faith, but by faith in what? Romans 5: 
9 tells us, “Much more then, being now 
justified by his blood, we shall be saved 
from wrath through him.” Rev. 1:5, 
“Unto him that loved us and washed us 
from our sins in his own blood.” 

In teaching this great truth of the new 
birth, did not our Lord refer to the nat- 
ural birth when He said, “Ye must be 
born of the water and of the Spirit’? 
The water having reference to the nat- 
ural, the characteristics of the natural 
are also true with the spiritual. 


VAIN RELIGION 


Some seem to think that if they are 
only religiously inclined they are all 
right, and that this is equivalent to the 
new birth. In James 1:26 the Bible 
speaks of vain religion. Before the 
Apostle Paul was converted to Christi- 
anity, or born of the Spirit, he, too, had 
a religion. Gal. 1:13, “For ye have heard 
of my conversation in time past in the 
Jews’ religion, how that beyond meas- 
ure I persecuted the church of God, and 
wasted it.” Some might say that the 
Apostle Paul did not believe anything, 
but he believed much more than many 
of those who profess to have religion to- 
day. He tells us in Acts 23:6-8 that he 
was a Pharisee, “of the hope and resur- 
rection of the dead I am called in ques- 
tion. And, when he had so said, there 
arose a dissention between the Pharisees 
and the Sadducees: and the multitude 
was divided. For the Sadducees say that 
there is no resurrection, neither angel, nor 
spirit: but the Pharisees confess both.” 
Paul, being a devout Pharisee, believed in 
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angels, spirits, the resurrection and the 
eternal God, but while he believed all 
this, he persecuted the way of holiness 
unto death. He simply stated in Gal. 
1:23, “But they had heard only, That 
he which persecuted us in time past now 
preacheth the faith which once he de- 
stroyed.” 

What was Paul now preaching? Heb. 
12:14, “Follow peace with all men, and 
holiness, without which no man shall see 
the Lord.” He said in 2 Cor. 7:1, ““Hav- 
ing therefore these promises, dearly be- 
loved, let us cleanse ourselves from all 
filthiness of the flesh and spirit,  per- 
fecting holiness in the fear of God.” 
He fought the Church of God until he 
felt he was the least of all the apostles. 
1 Cor. 15:9, “For I am the least of the 
apostles, that I am not meet to be called 
an apostle, because I persecuted the 
Church of God.” But, when he was born 
of the Spirit of God he then preached 
the new birth, sanctification, baptism 
of the Holy Ghost, the Church of God, 
divine healing, etc. In fact, the very man 
to whom Jesus was speaking in the 3rd 
chapter of St. John was a very religious 
man, Nicodemus, but he said unto him, 
“Marvel not that I said unto thee, Ye 
must be born again.” 


OF WHAT DOES THE NEW BIRTH 
CONSIST 

First, the hearing of the Word, for by 
the hearing of the Word we are begotten. 
1 Cor. 4:15, “For though ye have ten 
thousand instructors in Christ, yet have 
ye not many fathers: for in Christ Je- 
sus I have begotten you through the gos- 
pel.” The Apostle Paul said of the Church 
of God people at Corinth, “I have begot- 
ten you through the preaching of the 
gospel.” Before a creature is born, he 
must, of necessity, be begotten. 1 Peter 
1:23, “Being born again, not of cor- 
ruptible seed, but of incorruptible, by 
the word of God, which liveth and abid- 
eth forever.” This wonderful and glori- 
ous experience is brought about by the 
individual listening to the preaching of 
the gospel and then by obeying the gospel 
and doing what they are told to do in the 
Word of God. Romans 10:13, “For 
whosoever shall call upon the name of 
the Lord shall be saved (or born again). 
How then shall they call on him in 
whom they have not believed? And how 
shall they believe in him of whom they 
have not heard? And how shall they hear 
without a preacher?” 

The preaching of God’s Word is in- 
dispensable. When the Word of God, or 
the seed of the gospel is sown in an in- 
dividual’s life, by the preaching of the 
gospel under the power and inspiration 
of the Holy Ghost, then he is brought 
under conviction, consequently he gets 
ready to repent and confess his sins. 
These two things he must do, the Bible 


tells us. 2 Peter 3:9, “The Lord is not 
slack concerning his promise, as some 
men count slackness; but is longsuffer- 
ing to usward, not willing that any 
should perish, but that all should come to 
repentance.” Acts 17:30, “Now God 
commandeth all men everywhere to re- 
pent.” Acts 3:19, “Repent ye therefore 
and be converted, that your sins may be 
blotted out.” When one truly repents as 
God would have him to, then he is will- 
ing to confess his guilt before God. 1 
John 1:9, “If we confess our sins, he is 
faithful and just to forgive us our sins, 
and to cleanse us from all unrighteous- 
ness.” The next step, then, is to believe 
on the Son of God, for without faith it 
is impossible to please Him. Heb. 11:6. 
And truly when one has heard the gospel 
and he does repent with godly sorrow, 
confess his guilt before God, call upon 
God, through Jesus Christ, and believe 
that He is the Son of God, then some- 
thing takes place. What is that some- 
thing? 1 John 5:1, “Whosoever believeth 
that Jesus is the Christ is born of God.” 
DO WE KNOW WHEN WE GET 
THIS EXPERIENCE?

When we are born of the natural, then 
we become acquainted with the members 
of our family, etc. When we are born 
of the Spirit of God, we become ac- 
quainted with God through Jesus Christ.

move in our very soul and we cry 
“Abba” (Father). 1 John 3:14, “We
